Ornament Becoming More Fashionable 
and Last Three Years Have Seen 
Greater Demand Both Abroad 
and In America. 


London.— Ostrich plumes,- -alw ay s an 
expensive item of woman’s m illinery— 
are generally growing more and more 
valuable. 
During the last three years 
the price of these feathers h as risen 50 
per cent., w as the information im part­ 
ed by a W es* end merchant. A feather 
that a few f e a r s ago cost only $50 is 
now worth $75. 
“ The ostrich plume fj the m ost fash ­ 
ionable feather this year,” 
he 
said, 
"and very 
few • other 
varieties are 
worn. 
More ostrich feathers are being 
sold than ever before. 
“ We are malting one form of feather 
nearly two yards long in som e cases, 
to be arranged round the crown of a 
large hat. 
Other large plumes are sold 
in sets of three. 
The most fashionable 
colors are shaded 
grays, 
chinchilla, 
which will 
be 
worn 
on 
chinchilla 
toques in the winter, and blues, from 
royal to navy. 
But the leath ers now 
sen«: over are of a much better quality 
than formerly. 
There 
has 
been 
a 
great increase in the supply from os­ 
trich farm s. 
With the 
demand 
for 
feathers, ostriches, too, have become 
more expensive, and the farm er now 
has to pay $5,000 a pair for birds. 
"A s for the reason of their popular­ 
ity and in creased cost, ostrich plum es 
have had a great vogue this sum m er 
in Paris. 
“ A m erican women, too have helped 
to m ake plum es more expensive. 
At 
the April auction one-half of the whole 
quantity put 
up for 
sale 
w as 
pur 
chased by Am erican buyers to take 
over to the United S tates.” 
Hand-painted hats are also becoming 
som ething of a fad with the “ sm art 
set." They are m ade in sofe white felt, 
with beautiful 
flowers 
and 
foliage, 
feathers or any other kinds of 
orna­ 
mentation painted on them. 
Oil colors 
are used, and, according to H eath ’s, 
th> Oxford stre et hatters, the headgear 
is to all intents and 
purposes 
inde­ 
structible. 
"W e have one,” the m anager 
said, 
“ which is covered with great red dec- 
o rativ ' poppies, and they are painted 
so realisticaJly that they really look 
like freshly gathered flowers. 
“ An ordinary flower trimmed hat can- 
only be worn a short time by the well- 
dressed woman, because the decora­ 
tions get knocked about or are ruined 
by the w eather, but the painted hat 
will last for the 
whole season , 
and 
more, with proper care.” 
The m arried man who 
Is 
wont 
to 
txemble a t the trem endous collection 
of hat and bonnet boxes 
which 
his 
wife Insists on taking with her when 
on a holiday tour regards the painted 
bat as a godsend, for it can be folded 
up and packed away 
like 
his 
own 
Panam a, and, moreover, It 
is 
calcu­ 
lated to cut down the millinery bills 
by half or more. 
If 
the w ife’s 
taste 
does not lean to flowers or feathers, 
she can have lizard, snake or chanti­ 
cleer designs painted on the felt, or 
even goldfish sw im m ing in

shady 
pool.

In­ 
sects to Thrive. 


Glaciers Increase Speed. 
Juneau, A laska.—-The great glacier 
In Kainy Hollow, near Haines, A laska, 
is moving at the prodigious rate of 12 
feet a day. 
Huge m asses of ice are 
falling with thunderous noise over the 
precipice, at whose brink the glacier 
discharges. 
This is a season of glacier advance 
all 
over 
Alaska. 
N ever 
before has 
such rapid extension of the ice rivers 
been known. 
Tho theory is that ava­ 
lanches caused by earthquakes a re re­ 
sponsible for the increased flow. 
T he N ational Geographical 
society 
has an expedition in A laska 
studying 
the phenomenon. 


Especially Active in Attacking Flow­ 
ers, and In Some Localities In­ 
vading Hom es— Moisture 
Is Chief Foe. 


Chicago.— Following in the wake of 
the plague of tussock moths, though i 
not a s serious In com parison to the 
amount of destruction 
wrought 
but 
more of a nuisance, the plague of ants 
has settled upon the city to an extent 
that has created a w idespread 
in­ 
quiry for m eans to get rid of 
the 
pest. 
Experts say that the oversupply of 
ants is due to the unusually dry weath­ 
er which has prevailed this summer, 
their favorite breeding places being 
in dry, sandy soil. 
While practically 
every section of the city has suffered 
to som e extent from the busy little 
toilers, localities adjacent to ihe lake 
along the north and south shores have 
been most annoyed by the visitation 
As a rule ants are not considered 
as a serious m enace to growing things, 
and they have even been credited with 
destroying the p arasites which infest 


RATS WREAK RUIN IN CANADA 


Manitoba Farmers Compelled to Use 
Drastic Measures to Rid 
Province of Pest. 


Gretna, Man.— The invasion of rats 
ia becoming a serious matter, and un­ 
less strenuous efforts are m ade to 
stop their northern 
trek, 
they 
will 
reach W innipeg before the end of the 
year. 
F o r m iles in both directions 
they have crossed the boundary into 
Canada, and now it is no uncommon 
thing for a farm er to kill 20 or 30 of 
the rodents in a single day without 
going on 
a 
special hunt 
for 
their 
scalps. 
Reports show that they are doing a 
vast amount of dam age along their 
line of m arch, and estim ates sen t to 
the departm ent of agriculture show 
that the loss already incurred through 
them this year will total over $5,000,- 
000. F arm ers have been supplied with 
liberal quantities of rat virus, but the 
use of this poison has proved a fail­ 
ure, for the farm ers have not taken 
the pains to use it properly. 
T rap s which will catch the anim als 
alive will be used and every female 
caught will be killed, while the males 
will be allo w e ! their liberty. 
It is an 
established fact that polygam ous rod­ 
ents, lacking a supply of m ates, vent 
their spleen upon their young, either 
eating them or killing them in large 
numbers. 
The supply of fem ales dim­ 
inishing, the m ales attack each other 
and the consequent strife proves fatal 
to the race and the object aim ed at by 


those ridden by the pests is swiftly 
accomplished. 
Instructions are now being issued 
broadcast by the officials of tho de­ 
partment and it is hoped that in this 
way the invasion will be checked and 
within a year at the latest the rat will 
have disappeared from the province of 
Manitoba. 


plant life, but this year, according to 
Information from many sources, the 
ants have fallen to eating flowers of 
various kinds and the tender shoots of 
grow ing 
vines. 
They 
have 
made 
homes in lawns hitherto tree from the 
nuisance, establishing them selves un 
der stone and cernent sidew alks, and 
have even carried their

to 
back porches and into homes, to the 
dism ay of 
housewives. 
Among 
the 
flowers to which ants seem to have 
been paying particular attention are 
asters, whose succulent petals are at 
tractive. 
Householders have resorted to nu 
m erous expedients to exterm inate the 
colonies of ants, but in m ost instances 
without much success. 
Kerosene oil 
is sa.d to have been found effective in 
som e instances, but the best remedy is 
declared to be any of the several ex­ 
term inator powders on the market. 
"Y es, we have had an unusual num­ 
ber of calls for advice with regard to 
ants this sum m er,” said the m anager 
of a big seed house; 
"they 
seem to 
have been unusually prolific, and the 
reason for it is the dry weather. 
Ants 
thrive best and breed best in sand, and 
it is seldom that they care to remain 
in moist, loamy soil. 
"K eep the ground as weH soaked as 
possible, sprinkle the lawns plentifully 
and use som e good ant exterminator 
with persistence. 
That would be my 
advice to those who are troubled with 
the little 
nuisances. 
By 
filling 
the 
crevices and runw ays of the bugs wirh 
exterm inator they can easily be kept 
out o' walls and 
away 
from 
side­ 
w alks.’’

The United States departm ent of 
agriculture is using this year in the 
national forests over ten tons of tree 
seed. 
Most of this seed has already 
been planted or sown. 
The rest will 
be utilized later in the season as fa­ 
vorable conditions are presented. 
It takes a great m an) tree seeds to 
m ake ten tons. 
Jack pine, the most 
im portant tree for planting in the Ne­ 
braska sand hills by the forest serv­ 
ice, will average something like 125,- 
000 to the pound. 
Of western yellow 
pint1, the tree most extensively plant­ 
ed throughout the national forests as 
a whole, 10,00u seeds will make 
a 
pound. 
Altogether the ten tons of 
seed to bo used this year represent 
perhaps ,'¡‘¡0,000,000 single seeds. 
If every seed could be depended on 
to produce a }oung tree suitable for 
planting the result would be a supply 
of nursery stock sufficient to plant 
300,000 acres of laud, but no such re­ 
sult can be looked for because many 
seeds do not germinate. 
Most of the 
seed will bo sown either broadcast or 
in seed spots or planted with a corn 
planter directly in the place where 
the trees are to stand. 
nurs< ry stock is raised a liberal al­ 
lowance must be made for loss. 
In 
the first piace a considerable p rcent- 
age of the seeds will be found to be 
infertile. 
Of those which germinate 
many vs ill die before they leave the 
nursery beds, and many more will be 
j lost in transplanting. 
I 
There are now 24 national forest 
nurseries with an annual productive 
capaoits 
of over 8,000,OuO seedlings. 
But there are many millions of 
old 
burns on the national forests which 
are waiting to be restocked and some 
quicker and cheaper method than the 
actual planting of nursery grown trees 
is urgently needed. 
Therefore the for­ 
esters are making experim ents on a 
large scale with different methods of 
direct sowing and planting 
and most 
of the seed gathered last year was ob­ 
tained for this use. 
Broadcasting has already been found 
to give good results in some regions. 
It was first tried in the Black hills of 
South Dakota with 
an encouraging 
outcome. 
To broadcast an acre of 
land with yellow pine seed about eight 
pounds of seed is used. 
One of 
the 
most formidable draw backs of 
this 
method is the extent to which the 
seed may be consumed by birds and 
rodents. 
If the season happens to be 
one in which food for these animals is 
scarce the loss is very heavy. 
The 
problem of control of animal pests, 
such as field mice, ground squirrels 
and gophers, which eat the tree seeds, 
and also the further problem of pre­ 
venting the depredations of rabbits, 
w'hieh are altogether too fond of the 
little 
trees 
themselves, 
w hether 
nursery transplants or field grown 
seedlings, is receiving the attention of 
the biological survey experts of the 
departm ent of agriculture.

The law for paroling United States 
prisoners w ill be put into effect by the 
departm ent of justice as soon as prac­ 
ticable. 
The first step will be the es­ 
tablishm ent of rules and regulations 
for the procedure of the board of pa­ 
role of each penitentiary. 
These are 
to be subject to the approval of the at­ 
torney general. 
The board In each 
case is m ade,up of the superintendent 
of prisons in the departm ent of justice 
at W ashington and the warden and 
physician of each United States peni­ 
tentiary. 
Robert V. Ladow, superin­ 
tendent of prisons, will leave W ash­ 
ington later in the season to visit the 
penitentiaries at McNeil island, W ash­ 
ington, and at Atlanta and Leaven­ 
worth to set in motion the machinery 
to carry out the law. 
The statem ent was made at the de­ 
partm ent of Justice that only about 
five per cent, of -convicts paroled by 
the states are returned to prison for 
violation of 
their 
parole. 
Probably 
2,500 prisoners are now in the federal 
penitentiaries who will be affected by 
the law sooner or later, about 500 are 
in the reform school class and a num­ 
ber in jails scattered throughout the 
country. The parole law contemplates 
that convicts whose prison records are 
good and who have served one-third 
of the term s to which they were sen­ 
tenced may be released on parole on 
certain prescribed conditions. 


W a n t Postal B a nk Deposits. 
Applications are pouring 
In 
from 
banks throughout the country whose 
officials are anxious that their institu­ 
tions be made depositaries under the 
postal savings law. 
They come to the 
secretary of the treasury, the attorney 
general, and to the postoifice depart­ 
ment. 
All Inquiries are handed over to the 
postoffice departm ent, where a com­ 
mission of officials has been appointed 
to draw up regulations for the opera­ 
tion of the banks.

It is a well-known fact 
that competitor* seek fields where 
those already established in their line 
are not "wide awake,” or in other 
words, are not big advertisers.

Reeking a location they will not take

where

houses In their line are good adver­ 
tisers and keep up to date stores and 
merchandise. 
There ars 
of 
course 
here and there merchants who have 
made a success of their business w ith­ 
out advertising, Just the same as there 
are people who fail In the river and 
do not get drowned. But, the great ma­ 
jority of those who do fall In never 
come up. 
And som etim es It is the ex­ 
pert ewimmer who “gets cramps” and 
never shows up again.

The world lies 
ipread out beneath you like a colored 
.map. 
You feel as free as the 
birds 
>f the air; you long to measure your 
» peed with the eagles. 
Suddenly there is a crashing explo­ 
sion behind and beneath you, and the 
wide and 
steady 
planes 
seem 
to 
crumple up like a sick crow's wings. 
The earth seems to leap up to meet 
v ou, and the rushing gale of air seems 
to tear the breath lrom your lungs. 
Your senses reel as the tremendous 
pull of grav ity hurls you and your bro­ 
ken machine and coughing engine to 
the earth. Earth and sky seem to run 
together in an awful burst of flame, 
and blackness and blessed obliv ion 
blot out the clouds and the good green 
ear&i for you forev er. 
It must be in some such manner 
that the av iator dies. 
There is but 
little ev idence of the feelings that riot 
through 
the 
human 
brain 
when 
dropped from the clouds to the earth 
beneath. 
Few men surv iv e a fall of 
any height, in spite of the number 
who are meeting with accidents 
in 
their efforts to master the air. 
In 
Vpite of the danger, which is admit­ 
tedly great, the craze for the aero­ 
plane and the sport of av iation is 
steadily growing. 
Yet ten years ago 
the heav ier tban-air flyers were mere 
chimeras of a scientific brain. 
On the sev enteenth day of Decem­ 
ber, 19 03, a thin faced man hurled hlm- 
selt out into the air from a sandy hill­ 
side down in North Carolina. 
The 
first of the wind riders in the world’s 
history made a long, gliding flight in 
a biplane on the hill slope near Kitty 
Hawk. 
Wilbur Wright was the first 
of the bird men to rise superior to the 
i air. 
Fiv e years later the brother of 
th e first man to fly wras trying out a 
new and powerful aeroplane under the 
direction of the officers of the United 
States army. 
On a September after- 
* noon the strange new machine rose in 
full flight, carrying Lieutenant Self­ 
ridge as a passenger. 
Orv ille Wright 
was at the steering wheel. 
A guy 
wire was snapped by a whirling pro­ 
peller, the great wings crumpled up, 
the mass of debris shot to the earth, 
and Selfridge, the first of a long line 
of martyrs to av iation, was dead at 
Fort Meyer. 
Since that September afternoon, less 
than two years ago, 23 men hav e giv ­ 
en up their liv es to conquer the elas­ 
tic and yet stable element—the air. 
Within, one week this summer eight 
av iators and dirigible balloonists hav e 
been killed. Some notable things hav e 
been accomplished by the earnest stu­ 
dents and the more foolhardy of the 
nqw school of exhibition flyers, but the 
price of success and mastery has been 
ov er a score of liv es. 
Some of the 
men still in the game of flight hav e 
been dangerously injured time after 
time. 
Sev eral of the nations of the 
world are beginning to wake up to the 
danger of inexperienced and irrespon­ 
sible persons making flights. 
Austria 
has passed laws regulating attempts 
of her citizens to conquer the air. 
Russia has put the ban on the owning 
of machines by irresponsible persons, 
but it is generally understood that 
th‘is is because of her fear of the new 
distance annihilators in the hands of 
nihilists and the radical reds. 
in the United States a few' folk are 
beginning to wonder how long it will 
be until something has to be done to 
stop the growing death roil among 
pioneers of the air. 
Av iators and av i­ 
ation were openly condemned a few 
days ago by an influential journal of 
Clev eland, Ohio. 
"To Those Who Exalt Themselv es," 
the article was headed, and the 
fol­ 
lowing reactionary 
ideas 
were ex­ 
pressed: "The craze for dirigible bal- j 
loons and airships should be legally 
restricted. 
It is unthinkable that the 
Creator intended that man should in­ 
habit the air or fly like the birds. 
He ! 
W'ould hav e furnished him writh wings. 
The numerous deaths that hav e oc- ] 
curred from attempts to fly should 
j 
warn man that his habitation and 
home is the earth." 
But in spite of warnings, published I 
and spoken, the craze for av iation re­ 
mains unchecked. 
A thousand inv en­ 
tors are working in 
heir shops, firm 
fn the belief that they are in sight of 
the final secret that will wrest the 
mastery of the upper air spaces from 
the birds and place it in the hands of 


"wing riders." 
The blue v ault of 
heav en is fretted 
by 
thousands 
of 
roaring propellers''and shifting planes. 
"The bird jnen” are dreaming dreams 
of cross-continent flights. 
The more 
imaginativ e of them catch glimpses of 
v isions of transatlantic trips, faster 
than the flight of the frigate bird. 
It may happen the hour of trial 
comes in the v ery midst of an appar­ 
ent success. 
Engines may be working 
perfectly and with ev en beat. 
The 
roar of the spinning propellers may 
be droning a song of conofidence and 
security. 
Then something snaps; a 
guy wire parts like a stretched fiddle 
string, the roar of the engine breaks 
and 
sputters, 
or 
the 
big 
planes 
crumple because of some unguessed 
weakness. 
Then comes that terrible 
rush of air as the machine, engine, 
rent planes and tangle of bent and 
broken framework bears the av iator 
to a terrible death. 
When wireless telegraphy was in­ 
v ented it was but a year or so until 
the country was filled with amateurs, 
all busily working on new theories of 
transferring messages. 
As soon as 
the Wrights, Farman, Blériot, Paulhan 
and Curtiss and others had demon­ 
strated that a heav ier-than air ma­ 
chine could actually remain in the air, 
in a thousand barns, warehouses and 
back yard woodsheds all ov er the civ ­ 
ilized world men and boys began to 
try to build for themselv es machines 
in which to spurn the solid earth. 
Hysterically, the science of av iation 
has been taken up, and with a few 
more improv ements the death roll will 
grow to ev en greater proportions. 
So 
far most of the men who hav e met 
death 
hav e 
been 
v eteran 
av iators. 
Delagrange, Le Blon, Ferber, Lefebv re 
and Rolls were all well-known and in­ 
ternationally famous in the air fields. 
But the moment came that found them j 
helpless despite their skill. 
With the multiplying of factories 
where the cheap fliers can be con- 
j 
structed will come a rush of amateurs j 
into the ranks of the av iators. 
More 
deaths are bound to follow when these 
would-be man birds hav e bought for 
themselv es machines and start in to | 
perfect themselv es in the art of flight. J 
The list of deaths is bound to grow , 
as soon as the means of 
flight is ; 
brought within reach of the av erage ’ 
purse. 
A shower of would-be av iators j 
from 
the clouds to 
the "toci « olid 
earth" will further demonstrate that ! 
the mastery of the air must be bought 
with human life. 
An analysis of the accidents of the 
past 
two years 
shows 
that 
death 
comes in a dozen shapes to the daring 
av iator. 
The aeroplane is a pitifully 
new thing, and ev en the v eterans of 
the air are not always able to detect j 
in their machines the lurking weak- j 
nesses. 
The first of the aeroplane ac­ 
cidents 
that 
resulted 
fatally 
was 
caused by the guy wire of one of the 
planes being placed too near the pro­ 
peller blades. 
Selfridge died in this 
accident and Orv ille Wright was ter­ 
ribly injured. 
It wTas months before 
he again took up the problem of aerial 
flights. 
It was a year later before death 
took his toll again from the ranks of 
the air workers. 
On the sev enth of 
September, 1909 , two men, the fore­ 
most av iators in their respectiv e coun­ 
tries, met their deaths. 
Rossi was en­ 
gaged in testing a machine of his own 
inv ention near Rome, and after a few 
short and succesffful flights at a low 
altitude he tilted his planes upward 
at a considerable angle and shot into 
the air for an ambitious trial. He had 
barely reached a height of CO feet till 
some of the intricate machinery gav e 
way and he was dashed to death. 
M.' 
Lefpbv re, a well-known aeronaut of 
France, was killed on the same day 
while 
soaring abov e Juv issy 
in 
a 
Wright biplane. Two weeks later the 
pride of the Frenchmen in aeronau­ 
tics, Capt. I.ouis Ferdinand Ferber, a 
pioneer in the art of flying, was killed 
in a peculiar accident, one of 
the 
many unexplainable ones that mark 
the chronology of flight. He was soar 
ing ov er a field near Boulogne, when 
his machine “turned turtle” in the air. I 


It was thought that 
he had pointed the 
plane tips of 
his 
flier 
toward 
the 
earth In an effort 
to make a landing 
and in some man­ 
ner 
the 
planes 
were capsized. He 
was 
crushed 
to 
death beneath his 
heav y motor in the fall. 
The French 
hav e 
been 
the 
heav iest 
losers 
in 
life of any of the nations interest­ 
ed in aeronautics. 
Half a score of 
daring 
and 
temperamental 
French­ 
men hav e paid with their liv es the 
penalty for v enturing into the sky 
spaces on frail machines of silk, alu­ 
minum and piano wire. The Germans 
are the next heav iest losers in life 
and property. 
The wrecking of the 
numerous rigid and semi-rigid dirigibles 
of the Zeppelin and Parsev al types has 
hit hard the backers of the German 
idea in aeronautics. 
The casualties 
for the year 1909 were terminated by 
the death of the Spanish av iatoi. Fer­ 
nandez, at Nice, on December C. 
He 
was a martyr to the idea of lightness 
in aeroplane construction. 
His death 
was undoubtedly caused by trying to 
fly with a motor that was entirely too 
light for the strain it had *to bc^ar dur 
Ing 
his 
determined 
flights. 
While 
sweeping in great circles ov er the 
av iation grounds of the French city 
the tiny motor gav e w’ay with a split­ 
ting crash. The watchers turned their 
heads away while the swift fall lasted 
In spite of the warning cuuv eyed ir 
liis death, many av iators ev en yet are 
sacrificing safety for lightness in th*‘ir 
engines. 
Delagrange, who was killed 
in the first week of January, 1910, 
made the opposing mistake of hav ing 
an engine whose weight was too great 
for his wing area. 
His planes were 
not sufficiently large to bear up under 
the weight of his heav y motor, when 
under the strain of full flight. 
Dela 
grange was the first av iator to carry 
a passenger with him In his aeria* 
trips. 
Mrs. Pettier, the first woman 
passenger in the history of the aero 
plane, made a flight with him in July, 
1908 . 
After the death of Delagrange. the 
first few months of 19 10 wrere dev oid 
of fatal accidents. 
Av iation meetings 
were going on late in the winter in 
America, 
southern 
Europe 
and 
in 
Egypt. It was April in the present 
year before Le Blon was killed on the 
Spanish seacoast at San Sebastian. 
Le Blon was the idol of the more dar­ 
ing av iators. 
He had attracted inter­ 
national attention by his remarkable 
flights at Doncaster, England, late in 
October of the prev ious year. 
He had j 
dared the winds to do their worst in 
a 15-mile flight on October 19. and on 
the next day he made a trip that all 
av iators, 
ev en 
his 
nerv ous 
fellow- 
countrymen, 
characterized 
as 
foal- 
hardy. 
A gr.>» .{ gale blew up out of 
the Atlantic on the night of October 
18 , growing steadily 
worse 
through 
the night of the nineteenth. 
It was 
the sort that sweeps the "tight little 
island" ev ery autumn, a terrific blow 
that comes roaring up the channel 
from the Atlantic, sending fishermen 
and channel shipping 
scurrying 
for 
shelter in some rock bound harbor. 
In the midst of this great gale the 
Frenchman announced that he was 
going to make a flight. 
In aeronau- j 
tical records the flight that he made 
that day is set down as being "a fool­ 
hardy flight in a great gale." 
The death roll has grown rapidly 
in this, the summer of 1910. 
On May 
13. Michelin was carried by a strong 
wind against a derrick, and in the fall 
that followed sustained injuries that 
caused his death. 
Eugene Spier was 
killed at San Francisco while prac 
tlsing on a "glider." 
M. Robi met his 
death in a meet at Stettin. Wachter 
was killed at Reims. 
Charles Stewart 
Rolls, hero of England by reason of 
his remarkable flight from Dov er to 
Calais and return, was killed at Bour- 
j 
nemouth through a rudder of his own 
inv ention failing to answer the lev er. 
Kinet, a Belgian, met his death during 
a recent av iation 
exhibition 
in 
a 
FYench town. 
Eugene Ely, while try­ 
ing for the third time to make a con­ 
tinuous flight from Winnipeg to Port­ 
age la Prairie, fell from a height of 
sev eral hundred feet and was killed. 
The dirigibles hav e been the occa 
sion of nine 
of 
the 
twenty-three 
deaths of the last two years. 
On I 
September 25. 1909. the French war | 
balloon, the République, on its way j 
to Meudon from the field maneuv ers 
at La Palisse, was 
destroyed, 
sup 
possably by a propeller blade breaking 
off and ripping open the walls of the 
craft. 
Four men were killed in the 
fall of 400 feet, that followed the utter 
collapse of the dirigible. 
In the de­ 
struction of the Erbsloeh, at Leich 
lingen, Germany, a few days ago, fiv e 
men, including the inv entor, met theii 
doom.^

Throughout the summer on the low­ 
er portion of the trunk and particular- 
! ly on the water sprouts of the apple 
may often be seen small bluish-white 
flocculent or cottony patches, which 
indicate the presence ot colonies of 
one of the worst enemies of the 
ap­ 
ple, v iz., the insect known as woolly 
aphis (fig. 34). 
It exists in two forms, the one just 
referred to, abov e ground 
on 
the 
trunk or water shoots, and another 
inhabiting the roots. 
On the roots 
its attacks induce enlargements 
or 
galls or swellings, and in the cracks 
of these galls and swellings the root 
form occurs in clustered masses. The 
injury to the trees is due both to 
the sucking up and exhaustion of the 
v ital plant Juices and to the poison­ 
ing of the parts attacked, as indi­ 
cated by the 
consequent 
abnormal 
growths. 
The damage is particularly serious 
in the case of 
nursery 
stock 
and 
young trees and is less often impor­ 
tant after the tree has once become 
well established and of some 
size. 
Where this Insect is abundant all the 
roots of a young tree to the depth 
of a foot or so become clubbed and 
knotted by the growth of hard fibrous 
enlargements 
(fig. 35) 
with the re­ 
sults in a year or two of the dying of 
the rootlets and their ultimate decom­ 
position with attendant disappearance 
of the galls and also of the lice, so 
that after this sage is reached the 


roots and abov e ground are wingless i 
lice, not exceeding one-tenth 
of 
an 
inch in length, and of a reddish-brown 
color, and abundantly cov ered, espe­ 
cially in the aerial .form, with 
a 
flocculent waxy excretion. 
in October or Nov ember, among the 
wingless ones, numbers of winged in­ 
div idua ls appear, which are also all 
females, and are the parents of 
a 
true 
sexed 
generation 
of 
minute, 
"winter egg." 
This egg is attached 
within a crev ice of the bark. 
rih e winged females appear some­ 
what abundantly in autumn, and are 
one of the means of the dispersal of 
the insect. 
They are v ery minute, 
clear-winged, gnat-like objects, green­ 
ish-brown, almost black in color, with 
the body cov ered with more or less of 
the cottony excretion. 
The aerial form can De readily ex­ 
terminated by the use of any of the 
washes recommended for plant lice, 
such as kerosene emulsion, tobacco 
decoction, a strong soap wash, etc., 
the only care necessary being to see 
that the wash is put on with sufficient 
force and thoroughness to penetrate 
the cov ering and protecting cottony 
excretion. 
If the wash be applied 
warm its penetration will be consid­ 
erably increased. 
The much 
more 
Important 
root 
form, howev er, is more 
difficult 
to 
reach and exterminate. 
The common 
recommendations are of applications 
of strong soap or tobacco washes to 
the soil about the crown, or soot, 
ashes, or tobacco dust buried about

cause of the injury is often obscure. 
On the trunk the presence of the lice 
sometimes results in the roughening 
of the bark or a granulated condition 
which is particularly noticeable about 
the collar and at the forks of branches

is a fav orite location. 
On the wa­ 
ter shoots, they collect particularly 
in the axils of the leav es, often ev ent­ 
ually causing them to fall, and on 
the tender greener side of the stems.

an indication of the probable exist­ 
ence of the lice on the roots.
